NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Mary 
Scott Castle, formerly a society 
of San Francisco, after a night in the 
Tombs, collapsed in the police courtroom 
here today after she had been arraigned 
on a charge of shooting 8t . Attorney 
William B. Craig last night in the lobby 
of the Waldorf-Astoira. 


The break-down followed a touching 
scene in which Mrs. Castle pleaded with 
the lawyer, for the sake of their old 
friendship, to drop his complaint against 
her and his refusal to grant her request. 

Mrs. Castle declared that she had 
irled to shoot herself, but that the law- 
yer snatched the revolver and in the 
struggle it exploded, the bullet striking 
a silver pen in his pocket and being de- 
flected from his heart.

On the plea of the woman’s counsel 
chat she wished to. communicate with 
her brother, Capt. Henry Harrison Scott 
of the Coast Artillery, at Fort Morgan, 
Ala., Magistrate Butts fixed Friday as 
the time for the hearing, holding Mrs.

Infatuated, Says Mrs. Craig. 

A wild infatuation for Craig on the 
part of Mrs. Castle was responsible for 
tne attempted murder, according to 
Mrs. Craig. On the other hand, Mrs. 
Castle declared Craig had grievously 
wronged her and, driven to desperation, 
she had sought to punish him. 

Mrs. Castle, who was hysterical most 

of the night, denied that after firing 
the first shot she had pursued Craig 
into the elevator and there tried to 
again shoot him. She said that when 
Craig had spurned her on her first ap- 
proach, she unconsciously walked with 
him toward the elevaior; that when she 
realized that ho would have no more to 
do with her, she drew the weapon, in- 
tending to kill herseif, but that Craig 
grabbed at the pistol and it was dis- 
charged, the bullet striking. him, but 
being deflected from any damage by 
a teuntain pen in h's vest pocket. 
' Mrs. Castle said sho -followed Craig 
into the elevator and when le said he 
Lad been shot, she turned the revolver 
on herself, but was disarmed before she 
could take her own life. 

Mrs. William B. Craig, wife of the 
lawyer, who was called to the hotel im- 
mediately after the shooting, declared 
that she and her husband had known 
Mra. Castle since all of them were chi!- 
dren and declared that Mrs. Castle had 
Leen befriended and protected by them 
for several years. 

“Fut she seemed to be insane upon 
the subject of possessing my husband,” 
said Mrs. Craig. “I was fully aware 
of Mrs. Castie’s efforts in reference to 
my husband, as he informed me fully 
of her actions and of her desires.” 

Husband in Alaska,

Politician, Once Accounted

Sim Harris received Weunesday from 
Charles H. Treat, treasurer of the Unit- 
ed States, 8 interest ch.cks for $50 each 
on a $5000 Government bond that was 
stolen from Harris’ office in Chincin- 
nati 22 vears ago. He was notified that 
on presentation of proper proof to the 
Secretary of the Treasury at Washing- 
ton the principal of the bond would be 
paid. 

Sim says that at the time the bond 
was stolen he was practicing law in 
the office of Joseph B. Foraker. As time 
went on, he says, he forgot all about 
the bond until the Government, at its 
maturity, in 1907, began to make a 
search for him. The bond was issued 
in 1877, payable 30 years after date. 

Harris put in a claim for the principal 
and interest last fall; during the heat of 
the Republican campaign, and imme- 
diately afterward was sent to the State 
Hospital at Fulton. He recently was 
released from the hospital! as cured and 
returned to St. Louis and furnished 
proof that he is the original Simeon 
Harris who owned the bond. 

Told His Life Story. 

“I made an affidavit three yards long 
last week, giving Treasurer Treat a his- 
tory of my life from the time I was 
born until the date of the paper,” said 
Sim to a Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘‘There 
is so much red tape in Washington that 
I had to make all sorts of identifica- 
tions of myself. 

“The bond was stolen put of my safe 
in the Masonic Temple in Cincinnati. 1 
was then secretary of the Hamilton 
County Republican Executive Commit- 
tee. 

“I lived, at 30% West Seventh street, 
Cincinnati, and. moved from there to St. 
Louis. Afterward ths Cincinnarl street 
numbers were changed, and the treas- 
urer ios: track of me. 

“I told him in my affidavit that I was 
graduated from a law school in Cincin- 
nati with William Howard Taft, now 
President, and Joseph 3. Foraker. 


Friend Thought Him Dead. | 
“A funny feature of the story is that 


Harry M. Johnson, who gave out a 
newspaper interview last fall when I 
was trying to get the bonds, to the ef- 
fect that I was dead, that he attended 
my funera] and saw my wife remarried, 
was the man who made the affidavit 
for me that finally resulted in my get- 
ting the money. Johnson has been with 
the Wabash Railroad Co. for 15 years, 
and, when he learned that the real 
Simeon Harris with whom he slept 
when he was a schoolboy, was very 
much alive, he made an affidavit that 
helped me to get my money. 

“Just to show how technica’) the Gov- 
ernment is, the Treasurer wrote me a 
letter stating he was satisfied I was 
the Simeon Harris who owned the bond, 
but that there was a slight difference 
between the signature on the last inter- 
est check 1 indorsed 22 years ago and 
that of today. Of course there would 
be. 

“T understand that some of my friends 
erected a2 monument to my memory in 
Cincinnati, but it will be a long time 
before I will need it, I hope. 


Going to Have Good Times. 
“All. the interest checks were lald 


aside in an old envelope sent to my 
former address in Cincinnati 22 years 
ago, and returned undelivered. This 
envelope was sent to me, with all the 
checks inside of it. I am going to get 
the checks cashed and then enjoy my- 
self. 

“I told Treasurer Treat, who is an 
old friend of mine, that I had many 
g00d Republican friends in ‘Jephowe- 
ville’ who were willing to help me spend 
the money as soon as I got it. But I 
will not be ready to loan any money to 
my friends until after Sept. 15, and then 
only on 99-year notes, to be renewed for- 
ever at maturity. 

‘‘My loans on short-time notes to poll- 
ticlans have not beerm remunerative to 
me, and I am going to change my 
methods somewhat.”’ 

Sim had a big bundle of checks In the 
envelope, and was careful not to let 
them get out of his hands. He denied 
a report that the checxs were for 50 
cents each, instead of $50. He says the 
total amount he received was $4,300, be- 
ing 4 per cent interest on the $5000 bond

in front of their home next door te the 
Pagano residence when the trunks were 


taken away. 
They told a Post-Dispatch reporter 


Tuesday afternoon that the wagon had 
on it the words ‘‘Bakery’”’ and ‘“‘Jeffer- 
son avenue and Carr street.’’ This is 
the location of the McKinney Bakery 
Co.’s factory. The reporter learned 
there that several of the company’s dis- 
carded wagons had been sold to mer- 
chants in the Italian settlement west of 
King’s highway and sovth of Manches- 
ter avenue locally known as ‘“Dago 
Hill.”’

The balloon Missouri, with Albert 
Bond Lambert as pilot and Christian 
Kenney of 5157 McPherson avenue, Pres- 
ident of the Missouri Forage Supply 
Co., and Harry Allen of. 3737 Washing- 
ton boulevard, a member of the law 
firm of Johnson, Rule & Allen, as-pas- 
sengers, made its first landing near 
Edgemont, Ill., a suburb of East St. 
Louis, at 11:30 a. m. Wednesday. The 
balloon ascended from Second and Rut- 
ger streets, St. Louis, at 10:43 a. m. It 
was Mr. Lambert’s purpose to make as 
many descents and reascensions as pos- 
sible.

R. H. Nieman of 8513 North Jefferson 
avenue, the owner. 

Beffa said Marre worked until July 
18 for the CC, L. Gray Construction Co., 
which is building the La Salle Build- 
ing at Broadway and Olive street, and 
that the young man lived with his fa- 
ther at $815 Potomac street, until he 
rented the house. 

Small and scattered bits of a,paste 
which seemed to be formed of charcoal 
and sulphur and to have been com- 
pounded as an explosive were found in 
the ruins. 

These particles of paste were found 
in not less than thirty small cans and in 
a skillet, which, it is believed, was on 
the kitchen range at the time of the ex- 
piosion.

The gasoline stove was apparently 
empty. The stove and a can were found 
unexploded: 

All through the ruins were scattered 
small tins, like baking powder cans, 
containing bits of the sulphur and char- 
coal mixture. The larger quantity of 
this compound found in the skillet 
caused policemen to believe that the 
mess was being cooked on the range 
as an explosive and that it was set 
off by some stray spark while the house 
was empty. 

The police do not believe that the ex- 
plosion was caused intentionally, but

Superintendent Reports 
mates Sleep in Halls and 
on Porches. 


Supt. William Anderson of the Poor- 
house notified Health Commissioner 
Bond Wednesday that no more paupers 
can be admitted to the institution, as it 
is now badly overcrowded and the. in- 
mates are sleeping on the floors of the 
halls and on the porches. 

Applications for admission to the 
Poorhouse are piling up every day in 
the office of the Health Department. 
According to Health Commissioner Bond 
there is no immediate remedy for the 
conditions. There are now 547 paupers 
in the Poorhouse, and 720 insane people, 

Supt. Anderson described the condi- 
tions as being very unsatisfactory on 
account of the crowding. In 1907, dur- 
ing the first year of the financial de- 
pression, there were only 489 inmates in 
the Poorhouse. 

Dr. Bond said 15 of the 3000 insane pa- 
tients sent from the Poorhouse to the 
State institutions have died. He says he 
will send 15 more to the institutions to fill 
the vacancies caused by these deaths, 
but beyond this slight relief from the 
congested conditions there is nething in 
sight until the new million-dollar Insane

Passing Steamer’s Swell 
Swamps Boat and Woman 
Saves Occupants.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 4.—Ida Lewis, 
“the Grace Darling of America,”” who, 
from Lime Rock Lighthouse, off this 
harbor, had saved the lives of 18 per- 
sons, added four more rescues to her 
record Monday evening. 

Ida Lewis is 68 years old and for 9 
years she has kept burning the light of 
Lime Rock, helping and succeeding her 
father, Capt. Hosia Wilson. Often 
through angry s@eas she has rowed to 
lift the drowning in her tossing boat. 
The American Congress and foreign so- 
pieties have decorated her with medats; 
all Newport honored her when she cele- 
brated her golden anniversary as occu- 
pant of the lighthouse. 

A steamboat from New York, the Com- 
monwealth, gave the aged life-saver her 
jatest opportunity. The Commonwealth 
raised so heavy a swell at Fall River 
that she upset a rowboat. from which a 
man was drowned, it is said. 

An hour later the Commonwealth 
rounded the south end of the torpedo 
ptation here, leaving and spreading a 
tumultuous wake. Up to that.time the 
water had been as smooth as-a sea of 
ice, and five frolicking girls had ven- 
tured out on it in the moonlight. 

The waves overturned their boat. In- 
stantly they were shrieking and strug- 
gling. Ida Lewis, from her eyrie at 
the south end of the harbor on a cluster 
of rocks, saw the girls’ danger and 
jumped into her lifeboat, named like the 
first one, “The Rescue.” 

Vith bravery and vigor remarkable in

she rowed to the girls, and, one after 
another, lifted them into her boat. She 
would not tell their names, She de- 
scribed her feat modestly.

Since that time the attitude of the 
law toward the game has altered. A 
prominent boxing authority of this city, 
who did not care to have his name 
mentioned, expressed himself as follows 
this morning: 

“Courts have handed down decisions 
since the losing out of the game here 
which, I think, render untenable the po- 
sition that professional bouts, held in 
private and for no prize, are illegal. In 
New York it has been decided that a 
fight before a club, whose members only 
can witness the fray, is not a public 
bout, in the eyes of the law. Also a 
Louisville court has held that where 
fighters are paid to perform, a fight is 
not a prize fight, provided no title, honor 
or specific purse -to be divided, win or 
lose, goes with the contest. 

“The Missouri law is an old one and 
is not any more specific than it was 
when first put on the books. 

“It provides against ‘public prize- 
fights’ om.arranging of them in this 
State. The matter is entirely one of 
corstruction and if the authorities are 
so minded they can permit modified 
boxing contests by professionals in this 
or any other city in the State. 

‘IT think the authorities owe it to the 
promoter: to be lenient, as tre law on 
the books today was drafted to meet 
conditions that were altogether differ- 
ent. That law was on the books back 
in the bare-knuckle days of brutality 
and thuggery. I think that the exhibi- 
tions of today, say of six or ten rounds, 
without a decision, with’ mo title al 
stake, before legitimate clubs and for 
the benefit of their members only, 
would be strictly within even the letter 
of the law.” 

This opinion was indorsed some years 
ago by Lawyer Pau! Dillon, who looked 
up the subject for the Missouri Ath- 
letic Club. As the police persisted in

CAT FARM FOR NATION 





Her Folks Have Ten Cats Now. 


and She Esti- 


mates, $9 a Year a Cat Would Support 
Homeless Felines Comfortably.

Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Mr. Taw- 


ney, chairman of the House Committee 
on Appropriations. and friend of home- 


less cats, has received a letter from 
May Cline of Karmony, Warren Coun- 
ty, N. J., offering to relieve him of 
all his worries in the cat line by run- 
ning—for a consideration—a cat pen- 
sion to be endowed by the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. Tawney has received lots of cat 
letters since he openly championed the 
homeless cats cause on the floor of 
the House. 

Here are some of Miss or Mrs. Cline’s 
views on the cat pension as contained 
in her better: 

“My folks have 10 cats, and I can 
give you a correct estimate of the 
cost of a thousand cats. It costs $9 
a year for one cat—conservative eésti- 
mate—if milk is given. But since the 
Government cats woud probably get 
bucketsful of sweet skimmed milk, with 
a lot of bread in it, the cost would be 
probably as-low as $8 a year. 

Has Her E:ye on the Man. 

“Next, the help. As a manager I ask 
$40 a month and an assistant. This 
man I know right here. He is made 
for the job, and he is 9 good farmer, 
besides honest, happy, old-fashioned, 
humorous, industrious, kind and a lov- 
er of animals and justice. He will ex- 
alt his job. Besides, he will live any- 
where. 

“My suggestion is that you build this 
cat pension near Brookland, so that 
plenty of skim milk may be had from 
the dairy of the Soldiers’ Home. I ex- 
pect to live in Brookland, and have not 
heretofore been a resident of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 

“You will have to have 10 acres of 
land for 1000 cats. I propose to pay a 


boy to collect live micé and rats from. 





the wharf, paying a small amount. If 
I can’ save on the food, of course, it 
will be my business to do it. I expect 
to do all the buying’and all the boss- 


.ing and all the disposing—for, of course, 


you will dispose of cats to fair offers 
in order to lessen the number. None, 
however, to dissecting houses. I am 


very humane. 


“If the Government is willing I will 
suggest to a certain trainer a _ proposi- 
tion to train certain of the most intel- 
ligent cats for a comedy exposition. 


Cats Must Know Each Other. 
“You will need a horse. I can furnish 


the right one at $100; and a plow and 
a cart. Each cat building can be built 
for $25. A pen 20 feet long would do 
for 100 cats, provided they know each 
other. 

“The above is a good outline of the 
business in this job. It is no woman’s 
job. I don’t expect to touch it. But 
the person who can do the actual work 
is not the person who can manage it. A 
woman is better to manage a humane 
job like this than any man living. Cats 
live in houses like women, and their 
natures are much alike. They under- 
stand each other. 

“You will note that my price is not 
excessive. I put it low on purpose, 
knowing the nature of the Government. 
Let it not be supposed that I would do 
the country out of a cent. The shoe 
is on the other foot, as I can prove, by 
the Patent Office. It requires a Rock- 
efeller to get anything but a living 
from Uncle Sam. 

“Cats differ. Some live to eat. Others 
live to declaim from the roofs. Others 
are domestic. On the whole, if you 
plant orchids, run a training college 
and a moving picture office, tt might 
be that you could operate the farm, 
spare the cats and come out even. I 
have always wanted an experimental 
school for animals, and cats offer as 
fine material ag there ts.”

Minister’s Daughter, Now a 
Widow, Announces Advent 
of Heir, May 5, 1909.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—Two adver- 
tisements which appeared in the 
newspapers today disclosed a strange 
romance in the tife of Alfred Lauter- 
bach, a wealthy young lawyer, who 
was killed in an automobile accidert 
on July 30, 1908, and they also dis- 
close a pathetic sequel of that ro- 
mance, 

The advertisements read: 

Married. 
LAUTERBACH-CUNNINGHAM — On 

July 21, 1908, Sophia Houston, 

daughter of the Rev. and Mrs. S. R. 

Cunningham, of Oakland, N. J., to 

Alfred Lauterbach, of New York. 

Born. 
LAUTERBACH—On May 5, 1909, to 

Alfred Lauterbach, deceased, and 

Mrs. Alfred Lauterbach, a son. 

Alfred Lauterbach left a consider- 
able fortune at his death. He also 
left a will, but that dccument made 
no provision whatever for a widow 
and contained no hint that he had 
ever been married. 

Was Believed to Be a Bachelor. 

All of his friends and all of his 
family supposed he was a bachelor 
at the time of his death.. None of 
them knew anything to the contrary 
until they read the advertisements. 

His father, Edward Lauterbach, a 
noted iawyer and Republican leader, 
received a letter yesterday from the 
former Miss Sophia Houston Cunning- 
ham which simply announced that she 
and Alfred Lauterbach were married 
on July 21, 1908, and that a son was 
born to her as a result of that mar- 
riage on May 5, 1909, nine months and 
five days after the’ father’s tragic 
death. The will of Alfred Lauterbach 
was filed for probate on Aug: .11, 
1908. it was a brief document, writ- 
ten a long time before the secret 
marriage to Miss Cunningham. 

The posthumous son of Alfred Lauter- 
bach was born in the Long Island Col- 
lege hospital, Brooklyn, the records of 
that institution show, on May 5, 190. 
Two weeks after the baby’s birth 
mother and child left the hospital. 

Mrs, Cunningham, mother of the young 
woman, refused to say where her 
daughter and Mr. Lauterbach were mar- 
ried or who perform the ceremony. 
She declined to give any particulars of 
the wedding. She admits that her 
daughter had written Edward Lauter- 
bach a letter notifying him of the mar- 
riage. She refused to say where her 
daughter is now living. 

It was just nine days after this al- 
leged marriage to Miss Cunningham 
that Alfred Lauterbach was killed. It 
was at 1 o'clock on the morning otf 
July 30, 1908. He was driving the auto- 
mobile and sitting alongside of him was 
a French actress—Miss Therese Besche!. 
In the rear seat of the machine were 
two friends of Mr. Lauterbach, Edmund 
L. Goodman, a real estate operator, and 
William H. Cahn, a broker. 

For several days it was denied that 
Miss Beschel was in the party, but 
later when a young woman callec on 
Edward Lauterbach and tried to cotlact 
$200 for injuries recetved in the wzcci- 
dent, Miss Beschel mace It Known that 
she was in the automobile, that she 
never visited Edward Lauterbach or 
tried to collect money from him and 
she denounced the other woman 4s an 
impostor.

American Girl Is 
Unfitted for Title 


-—MRS. EMILY POST. 
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Author of “The Title Market” Says Mind Must 
Be Trained to Be Happy Entertain- 
ing Husband’s Affinity.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—“To the Euro- 


pean man of title love is love, and mar 
riage is marriage. To the American 
man, love and marriage are one and 
the same. Unless an American girl can 
adjust herself to the mental attitude 
of the titled European, she had best 
choose one of her own countrymen as 
a husband.” 

Impartially and with the insight of 
the analyst, Mrs. Emily Post, author 
of “The Title Market,’’ now running 
serially and to appear in book form 
later, was discussing the much-debated 
international marriage. 

“The Wuropean and the American 
are fundamentally different, and, as the 
American girl who marries a title can- 
not expect to remake Europe, Europe 
has to remake the American girl,’ adds 
the authoress. 


Own Position Secure, 
Mrs. Post, whose position in society 


here and abroad, is on a plane with her 
mentality, is thus equipped to make her 
convictions upon the subject of inter- 
national marriage of most value. 

In a lingerie frock and wide-brimmed 
shade hat she dispensed tea and tenets 
across a silver-laden table at her home 
in Tuxedo. 

Mrs. Post speaks hurriedly and viva- 
ciously, with an occasional quick ges- 
ture that reminds one of her years in 
France. She is essentially of that finest 
breeding which is manifest both physi- 
cally and intellectually. 

“Of course, not all marriages of 
American girls to foreign titles prove 
unhappy,” went on Mrs. Post, slowly, 
“but when they are not, it only proves 
that one of our countrywomen h®*s suc- 
cessfully curbed her natural tenden- 
cies—has attained the European manner 
of regarding matrimony. It is hard, but 
it can be doné, and it has been done. 

' Must Think as Europe Does. 

“But the effort, I think, can be bes! 
likened to the effort that is necessary 
in speaking a foreign tongue when you 


Tare sick and ‘tired. The American girl 


who marries a foreigner must learn to 
put her thoughts into his language as 
well as her words. 

“Many of the unhappy international 
marriages are the result of the, girl’s 
mother,’’ Mrs. Post continued, ‘“‘the 
American mother whose. place it is to 
see that her daughter is not marrying 
a good-for-nothing creature, devoid of 
even the social position that she fancies 
she is attaining. 

“American mothers are blinded by the 
gallantry ‘with which the European man 
treats them. They fancy that the. su- 
perficial chivalry displayed toward them 
is the quality upon which to found a 
happy future for their daughter. They 
are unused to attention and underscored 
courtesies. In America everything is 
the American girl. Our men do not 
have time to be gallant to our moth- 
ers. 

Mothers Are at Fault. 

‘‘Then the American mothers are at 
fault, too, in the training they give their 
daughters. If a girl were brought up 
properly she weuld not submit to sell- 
ing herself for a title. But the society 
girl of America is only educated to be 
an ornament, and is taught that the 
most desirable attainment is social po- 
sition. When she goes abroad she falls 
an easier victim to the title mania than 
does her mother.” 

“And what is it, and why is this title 
mania?’ I questioned. 

“Frankly, I do not exactly know,” ad- 
mitted Mrs. Post. ‘‘The germ of it is 
in the air in Europe. Maybe it Is be- 
cause a title is the one thing that an 
American is never born with, nor at- 
tains by genius or work. Maybe it is 
the tangible proof of its power in Eu- 
rope. I have seen Americans fairly 
pushed aside and herded together that 
a duchess might sweep by them at a 
queen’s reception. 

“In Europe one dares not sit down 
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‘Mrs. Post. 





in the presence of a duchess, absolutely 
dares not. To see that is to see a form 
of power that goes to the head like 
wine. Or, maybe the coveting of a tile 
is engendered by that inexplicable re- 
sentment that an American feels when 
she follows a woman of title into a re- 
ception room to hear, first, ‘Excellengza 
La Principessa di Primoli,’ and then, as 
she makes her own entrance, ‘Mees 
Smeet!’”’ 


Proud of the Nam 
“One thing upon which the * Ameriean 


girl who is married to a titled European 
can always count,” continued Mrs. Post, 
‘is her husband's regard for her as 
ihe bearer of his name. The European 
man’s god is his family. The woman 
upon whom he has bestowed his title 
must be treated with respect in pub- 
lic at least. 

“One of the vilest little titled men of 
France always treated his wife with 
the utmost deference in pubic. Maybe 
he scratched her eyes out when they 
were alone, but in society his behavior 
was the acme of courtesy. In Amer- 
ica, you see, a man treats his wife as 
well or as badly as he loves her. His 
love regulates his attentions. In Bu- 
rope there are years and years of tradi- 
tion respecting what is due the lady of 
the castle. 

“Also, although the European man 
may be less faithful to his wife, he 
conceals his indiscretion more carefully. 
No European wife need see what she 
does not care to, In America men have 
the ‘chorus-girl’ habit. They will flash 
their footlight divinity in a box next to 
their wife’s at the opera. 

Wife Entertains Rival. 


“The European man, speaking gen- 
erally, does not care for the woman 
of the stage. They prefer women in 
their own social sphere. In most cases 
the wife entertains unknowingly the ob- 
ject of her husband’s attentions. It 
may be more degrading, py* it is at least 
less crude.” 

“And are the Eurdpeam girls possessed 
of more education than tM girls of 
America?’ I queried. . : 

“Speaking generally—yes,”’ affirmed 
“But in the case of an 
American girl who marries a title and 
succeeds socially, that girl must be 
equipped with an. education that sur- 
passes the European. For an Afmerican 
girl to be really a princess, she m be 
more than a princess. Lady Curzon was 
everything that I mean. She was the 
most* regal creature I @ver saw. But 
the average American girl is not edu- 
cated In the branches that would enable 
her to be a real aid to her husband in 
establishing their position.” 

“Do you think that a mother ever has 
the right to select her daughter's hus- 
band for her?’’ I asked Mrs. Post. 

“Well, I do not know,” she sald 
thoughtfully. ‘There are many things 
ir favor of the marriages that are ar- 
ranged by parents. Often older peopl 
can judge pretty well whether two 
young people are going to be happy or 
not. Then there ig the financial ar- 
rangement in connection with such mapr- 
riages that I consider quite desirable. 
I mean the sum of money that is set 
aside for them, insuring a certain in- 
come or nest egg.”’ 

“And if you had a daughter, would 
you want her to marry a titled Euro- 
pean?’’ I queried as I rose to go. 

“If she was marrying him in spite of 
hig title, and not because of it,”’ Mrs. 
Emily Post said slowly, and then, “Oh, 
I don’t know; i—guess——”’ 

And on that most American word her 
voice lingered, leaving her sentence in- 
complete, although I had the very defi- 
nite impression that she would not.

THE PROHIBITION CAMPAIGN. 

The menace of prohibition still hangs over “Mis- 
souri. The Prohibitionists were not discouraged 
Hac the failure of the amendment resolution in 
the Legislature last session. Nor are they dis- 
heartened’ by the Anti-Saloon League's estimate} 
of a popular majority against the measure. The 
Executive Committee of the Constitutional 
Amendment Association, which is in session here 
in St. Louis, has decided to submit the question 
to the voters through the initiative in the gen- 
eral election of 1910. 

It should be noted that while the Anti-Saloon 
League is opposed to the submission of the ques- 
tion in 1910, because of the fear of its defeat, 
the members of the league do not oppose prohibi- 
tion. Probably an overwhelming majority of 
them would support it at the polls. 

We do not believe that a majority of the peo- 
ple of Missouri favor prohibition. But we fo 
not underestimate the danger of a: vigorous cam- 
paign. The Prohibitionists are at work and will 
be busy until election day. The campaign is 
being pushed through every organization whose 
support and assistance can be obtained. 

In the convention of the Sunday school work- 
ers of Cedar’County, Mo., a resolution pledging 
the services of the members to the cause of 
State-wide prohibition and calling upon every 
county convention and the State convention to 
co-operate, was passed. 

President Millien of Hardin College has sug- 
gested the raising of a fund of $100,000 for the 
campaign. That financial and moral support 
for the campaign will come from kindred or- 
ganizations and sympathizers all over the coun- 
try is certain. 

How will the anti-prohibitionists, the great 
body of citizens who see in prohibition a menace 
to the moral and material interests of the State 
and especially of the larger cities, meet the issue? 
What methods will these citizens adopt to oppose 
the vigorous campaign of the Prohibitionists? 
What organizations will they have to fight the 
measure before the people and at the polls? How 
will they conduct the needed educational work? 

The St. Louis business men, with the aid of 
business men from: other parts of the State, did 
effective work in the State Senate, but ceased 
work the moment victory there was assured, It 
was a spasmodic effort. The liquor interests do 
not represent the public interests, nor the sen- 
timent of the citizens who oppose prohibition on 
principle and who foresee in its adoption the 
great injury of the State and the revival of un- 
restrained dens in the cities. If there is no or- 
ganized effort among citizens of this kind, not 
in any wise connected with or interested in brew- 
eries, distilleries or saloons, the election will go 
for prohibition by default. 
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There are indications that the Steel Trust and 
the Woolen Trust do not regard, the Payne-Ald- 
rich bill as a devastating lowering of duties. 
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THE KANSAS CITY SCRAP. 

In the clash of partisan politicians over the 
late unpleasantness between Gov. Hadley and 
the Kansas City Election Commissioners, we find 
that the Governor was hasty in charging the 
Election Board with derelictjons based upon sec- 
ond-hand statements concerning the truth of 
which he had no personal knowledge, and the 
Election Commissioners were overenthusiastic in 
pointing out flaws in the Governor’s second- 
hand statements. ; 

The Governor’s rather humiliating experience 
in failing to support his statements of registra- 
tion frauds should teach him a lesson. He 
should modify his partisanship and restrain his 
eagerness to rush into print and speech. He 
should bear in mind the sage remark of the bird 
when the consequences of overindulgence in the 
art of speech fell upon him. 

But after all something was accomplished by 
the Kansas City scrap. The grand jury will in- 
vestigate charges of fraud in the city’s elections 
which has been the theme of many partisan 
speeches and editorials. We shall learn the 
truth. 
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We'll wager a doughnut those kidnapers don’t 
dare, pass a scoreboard. 
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TAXING EXPORTED HEIRESSES. 

Mr. Paul Morton’s suggestion that a tax be im- 
posed on heiresses exported for sale in the Euro- 
pean matrimonial market is, as he says, in the in- 
terest of the home, but it is equally in the inter- 
est of American capital, blood and heredity. We 
are losing some strong stocks through this traffic 
and it ought to be stopped. 

But the tax ought to rest where it belongs. The 
foreigner should pay it. 

With every woman whose father buys her a 
title goes a vast sum in settlement. That is, in 
fact, the moving consideration. The woman her- 
self is secondary in the mind of the Duke or 
Prince or Ahkoond. Now the levy should be on 
this settlement and it should be a graduated tax. 

Thus, with a settlement conveying $10,000,000, 
the rate should be, say 50 per cent. From this, 
which may be fixed as a maximum, the rate can 
fall on a sliding scale to a minimum of, say 5 per 
cent on a settlement of $100,000. 

By such a policy our Government can kill two 
birds with one stone; that is, it will tend to keep 
both American women and American money at 
home, where they belong. If it is argued that the’ 
foreigner will shift. the tax to the father, it may 
be observed that father is a thrifty gentleman 
and, after giving $10,000,000 for a battered title, 
he will be in no humor to pay $5,000,000 more as a 
tax to Uncle Sam. Every offer will be net; that 
is, it will include the tax, and the foreigner will 
have to take it, less the Government claim. Of 
course, this may increase the size of some settle- 
ments, but it will, at the same time, be a powerful 
discourager. When the old gentleman pays the 
highest rate he can afford he won’t be willing to 
go on and pay 50 per cent more in taxes. 

With this improvement Mr. Morton’s suggestion 
is sound patriotism. Our money is going abroad 
in vast sums and the titles we get in return, while 
ancient and some of them genuine, can be enjoyed 
only by the lady in the case. They are never dif- 
fused among the people. As a public policy this 
thought of the great rebater is stamped with 
ms sperctuts wisdom.

Miantonomoh, when Canonicus died in 1636, became 
sole ruler of the Narragansetts, Rhode Island being his 
headquarters, and his own palace-wigwams being perched 
on what is now known as Tonomy Hill, just north of New- 
port. When the gentle clergyman, Roger Williams, was 
driven from Massa chusetts by the Puritans he was warm- 
ly welcomed by Miantonomoh, who gave him land and provisions. 


In 1637, when 


the Pequot war began, Miantonomoh sent the Governor of Massachusetts the 


hand of a siain Pequot and 240 feet of wampum as 


an evidence of his own 


people’s friendliness. When the colonists that year marched against the Pequots, 
Miantonomoh and his braves joined the militia. This action made the Pequots 


+hate Miantonomoh. They sent him word that if ever he should fall into their 


hands they would punish his treachery toward them and his friendship for the 


settlers by boiling him in a caldron of oil. 


To show how little he feared the 


threat, Miantonomoh went at once on a journey through the Pequot country and 
back again, unharmed. Roger Williams strongly advised him not to go, but 
Miantonomoh replied: “A brave man cannot shun danger.” 

_ Uneas, the Mohegan chief, was looming up more and more important in 
Indian politics. The Puritans saw the urgent need of securing the friendship of 


#0 powerful a leader. But Miantonomoh and Uncas were sworn enemies. 


The 


colonists’ rulers urged the two foes to make peace, but Miantonomoh, as ever, 
followed the advice of his white friends. In 1638 he and Uncas signed a treaty 
of friendship (dictated by the colonists), which included a promise to leave all 
Gisputes to the English for settlement. The same year Mianotomoh was cajoled 
into selling Rhode Island to the white men for 240 feet of white beadwork. 
Beon after this Miantonomoh began to learn*a new phase of the colonists’ 


nature.

worth not less than $10,000. 

These benches are occupied every day 
by hundreds of petty criminals who are 
caught in the meshes of the law. /Ne- 
groes by the score can be seen seated 
on them every day.

“The benches were put in there in 
1868, when walnut lumber was cheap,” 
said Judge Taylor to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter.
